1. SABAH GOVERNMENT OPPICIAL TOLD US JUNE 21 THAT 
"SECESSION BATTLE IS NOT OVER," BUT FEDERAL-STATE ISSUES 
ARE STILL NEGOTIABLE. OPPICIAL, WHO IS PLANNING EXPERT IN 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT MINISTRY, SAID THAT MAIN ISSUES ARE 
TAX EXEMPT STATUS POR SABAH POUNDATION WHICH PEDERAL 
GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN RELUCTANT TO RENEW BECAUSE K.L. 
BELIEVES MORE TIMBER REVENUES NEED TO BE CHANNELED INTO 
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STATE TREASURY RATHER THAN TO FOUNDATION, APPLICATION TO 
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SABAH OF INDUSTRIAL COORDINATION ACT (ICA) GIVING FEDERAL 
GOVERNMENT POWER TO LICENSE AND INTERVENE DIRECTLY 
IN OPERATIONS OF MANUFACTURING FIRMS, AND STATE 
GOVERNMENT CONTROL OVER OEFSHORE OIL RESOURCES AND 
ONSHORE PETROLEUM PROCESSING INDUSTRIES. ON 
PETROLEUM PROBLEM, OEFICIAL SAID SABAH GOVERNMENT 
WANTS TO BUILD SMALL REEINERY THAT WOULD PERFORM 
BASIC CRACKING; ON BASIS OF FEASIBILITY STUDY, SABAH 
GOVERNMENT KNOWS THAT LIMITED OUTPUT PROM ADJACENT 
OFPSHORE AREA (WHICH IN PEW YEARS MIGHT REACH 60,000 
BARRELS PER DAY ACCORDING TO EXXON SOURCES) WOULD NOT 
SUPPORT EXTENSIVE REFINING AND PETRO-CHEMICAL INDUSTRY, 
BUT STATE WOULD BENEFIT BY HAVING READY ACCESS TO 
PRIMARY REFINERY PRODUCTS SUCH AS ASPHALT. 

2. REFERRING TO SEVERAL UNANNOUNCED VISITS OP SABAH 
CHIEF MINISTER TUN MUSTAPHA TO KUALA LUMPUR IN RECENT 
WEEKS, SABAH OFFICIAL SAID STATE-FEDERAL NEGOTIATIONS 
ARE CONTINUING AND THAT SABAH IS LIKELY TO WIN ON ICA 
AND PETROLEUM ISSUES BECAUSE OP PROVISIONS IN 1963 
FEDERATION AGREEMENT STATING THAT PEDERAL LAWS CANNOT 
AUTOMATICALLY BE APPLIED BUT MUST BE SUBJECT TO 
NEGOTIATION AND APFIRMATIVE ACTION BY STATE ASSEMBLY. 

HE ALSO SAID THAT IP MUSTAPHA LEADS SABAH OUT OF 
FEDERATION, MOST SABAHANS WOULD SUPPORT HIM, ADDING 
"WHAT OTHER CHOICE DO WE HAVE?" THIS OFPICAL, A 
KADAZAN, ALSO SAID THAT MAJORITY OF TRIBAL GROUPS 

AND CHINESE WOULD SUPPORT MUSTAPHA DESPITE HIS STRONG 
ISLAMIC MISSIONARY CAMPAIGN. 

3. COMMENT: THERE HAVE ALSO BEEN REPORTS IN PAST PEW 
WEEKS THAT MUSTAPHA HAS BEEN SUPPORTING ANTI-RAZAK 
FORCES IN UNITED MALAYS NATIONAL ORGANIZATION (UMNO) 
WHOSE ANNUAL CONGRESS WAS HELD ON JUNE 20-22. MUSTAPHA 
REPORTEDLY WAS BACKING PORMER PRIME MINISTER TUNKU ABDUL 
RAHMAN, SELANGOR CHIEP MINISTER DATUK HARUN IDRIS AND 
SEVERAL CONSERVATIVE UMNO LEADERS IN ORDER TO WEAKEN 
RAZAK WITHIN UMNO, A MANEUVER THAT DID NOT SUCCEED. 

IT IS QUITE POSSIBLE THAT MUSTAPHA'S RECENT VISITS TO 

KUALA LUMPUR HAVE 
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BEEN RELATED TO THE UMNO CONGRESS AND 
HIS SPONSORSHIP OP SPECIAL RELIGIOUS MEETING PEATURING 
PRIZEFIGHTER MUHAMMAD ALI, AS WELL AS TO CONTINUING 
FEDERAL-STATE NEGOTIATIONS ON FINANCIAL AND OTHER ISSUES. 

IN WEIGHING EVIDENCE ON SABAH SECESSION PROSPECTS, 

EMPHASIS SOULD BE PLACED ON SABAH INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
OFFICIAL'S COMMENT THAT THE ISSUES ARE STILL NEGOTIABLE.
